1993 


We are happy to report that during the past year, the Town did not 
experience any sajor incidents. Domestic and juvenile matters prevailed once 


again, however, property criges were down. 

As of this writing we are working closely with other local police agencies 
in developing programs for the youth of this area. We hope to start a police 
athletic league, [PAL] or an Explorer progras for the youth of Northern Strafford 
County. These and other progrags will be run, continuously, both during and 
after the school year, and into the spring and sugser months. Several studies 
will have to be conducted before things can be finalized though, to see if such 
nationally recognized prograas would benefit the youth of this area. 

Please note again that we have sade changes to several road nawes in Town 
either by changing the name somewhat, or listing new nages for those having 
Similar spelling or phonetic characteristics. This is all in regards to gearing 
up for E 911, due to be enacted state wide for 1995, 

The budget for 1994 will remain as it was for the past year and no increase. 
We hope to do some ginor changes cosmetically to the interior offices of the 
police station. A screen door aust be replaced, the present door is somewhat 
buckled and a new door gust be added between the two rooms. This will separate 
the rooss and give us an area for what we will use as an interview area. This 
area needs to be sealed off, as well as the entire station to prevent walk-ins 
from the street. We hope to have a sign placed at the sain door, which would 
direct persons wishing to call on us in person, to go through the Town Hal} 
entrance. This way if we are conducting an interview, no-one will enter into the 
station and inadvertently disrupt the interview. This is extremely isportant 
during interviews with and counseling sessions between our officers, parents and 
their children. The budget also allows for expending funds during the peak times 
of the summer sonths where extra patrols say be needed. We will continue to 
Bonitor this closely as to provide the best type of coverage for the Town and to 
accosplish this in the least costly way. 

You folks have been real helpful in reporting suspicious, persons, acts, or 
vehicles in and around your neighborhoods. We encourage you to continue to call 
dispatch for anything you think say be out of the ordinary. Together we can keep 
our Town safe and protected frogs the criginal element that may be passing 
through. 

My Thanks goes out to all of you for your support and kind words of 
encouragement during those trying times of 1993. I look forward to serving you 
and your fagilies, for a few sore years to come. If I or any of ay officers can 
be of help to you, please don’t hesitate to call, day or night. Special thanks 
goes out to our resident troopers: Trooper Scott Carr, and Trooper Sheldon 
Perkins, N.H. State Police, for that “extra” that is always extended to us 
during the past year, while providing coverage, back-up and support for our Town.

The Farmington/Middéeton Chapter I Program 
has been diligently striving to achieve the 
greatest success for rts 160 students. A 
federally-funded program, Chapter I provides 
additionak reading and writing support to 
Students An grades 1-6 at Memorzak Dartve 
ELementary Schook who are functioning below 
grade Level. Students ane referred by teachers 
and/or parents and then entered into the program 
44 they meet the criteria fon admission and 
depending -upon space avarclability. Those "most 
An need" nrecetve pritorntty. The goak of Chapter 
I 4&8 to have these children attain greater 
Aucceess Ain their regular classroom programs. 
This nequires chose communtcation with the 
ckassnoom teachers to align and coordinate 
Anstructionak services to meet student's 
Andividual needs. 


With a change tn the snstructional stats, 
this year an additional reading specialist was 
hired. Natalie Mark, a recent University of 
New Hampshire graduate joined the Chapter I 
team as of September 1993. Presently consisting 
of three reading Apecialists and three 
para-professzonals, the Chapter I stash works 
with students in ther classrooms on an 
Andividuak on smakk group basis AeLnhoACLNG 
ckLassnoom reading and writing rsnstruction. We 
akk continue to enhance our teaching skills 
and this fall attended the statewtde Chapter 
I Sharing Conference. This provided us with 
an opportunity to Learn about Chapter I programs 
throughout the State of New Hampshire. 


Project READ, our four-week summer school 
program 448 continuing to rnecetve porsrctive 
feedback. Panents, teachers, and students find 
the team-teaching, smakk ckasses and Less 
Stressful environment a rewarding and beneficial 
expertence. 
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Parents as our children's f4rst teachers, 
play a very xAmportant role sn supporting our 
Schook and the Chapter I program. Consultation 
with teachers and parents in the design of the 
program 4s mandated by Law. A newly formed 
Advisony Counctl has been established consisting 
of parents, teachers, administrators, and a 
School-board nepresentative. This wikl hep 
to ensure mone open communtcation among the 
various constituents. The f4rst meeting 45 
to be hekd on January 13, 1994. 


The efforts of the Chapter I program to 
provide the best for our students has been 
recognized and 44 supported by annual evaluation 
gains.

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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL NURSES 
1992, = 319.93 


It was a busy and productive year in the 
nurses! offace again. 115 frnst graders entered 
An September and we had 212 students transfer 
Anto the system throughout the year. ALL 
Students rn grades one through etght had 
assessments done which inckuded: height, weight, 
head and dental checks, and hearing and vision 
testing. Tympanograms were also provided to 
akk children in pre-school through grade 3. ALL 
students in grades 5 through & were screened 
fon Scoktosris and any concerns were xeported 
to the parents. 


Physicals were done by the schook physician, 
Dr. Quinn, on akk students in grades four and 
ercght. Parents were notified of any abnormal 
condition and advised to consult ther famely 
M.D. Such physicals, 44 the parent wishes, may 
be done by the famcly physician, but proog of 
this jhysrcak must be submitted to the school 
NUS 2. 


The N.H. Davisson of Public Health held 
a pre-school vision and heartng screening program 
for children in town, ages four to SLX. This 
program was staffed by high school students who 
volunteered to assist the N.H.D.P.H. nurses with 
the scnreentngs. 


Akk students who participated in anu schook 
athketic program were required, by pokicy, to 
mum, to the murses, up-dated sports 
questionnaires and valid physicals, before 
tny-outs. Panents and coaches should neport 
any changes in the health status of any athlete 
which could affect his/her safe participation 
An a sport. 
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The annual first grade screening was held 
An May 1993. At that time, each child was 
weighed and measured, had a medicak history 
taken, birth certificate recorded, dentak and 
head checks, and vision and hearing testing done. 
In this way, many problems can be detected and 
nesenned to a phystcetan for correction before 
the child enters schook. 


Carndto-pulkmonary resuscerctation was taught 
by Mrs. Monrtarty to two high schook health 
chasses as well as to two groups of faculty 
members . Other fonmak clhassnroom Andstruction 
was provided to cover such subjects as dental 
health, growth and development and personal 
hygiene. Darky tnfornmak teaching 445 always done 
with r«ndivadual students, covering a wide variety 
of heakth and safety ssues. 


We ane, as aways, very gnatefuk for the 
Support of alk within the school and communcty 
who have helped us obtain medical, financial 
and personal assrstance for needy famlies.

Each yeat provides new challenges and 
achtevements, the past year 48 no exception. 
The Farmington High Schook graduating class 
0f 1993 was a smakh class Asn compartson to 
PARVLOUS graduating CLASSLS, with only 
bAfty-four graduates, compared to the etghty-two 
Meoguates tn 1992. The Class of 1993 placed 
the highest percentage of gnaductes <n 
post-secondary schools An necent§ history. 
Fifty-three percent pLanned to attend 
post-secondary ANSALLUTAONS ! thrrty-erght 
percent of the graduates were accepted and 
planned on attending four year rnstitutions 
and fAfteen percent were accepted and panned 
on attending two year schooks. The Universcty 
04 New Hampshire continues to be the most 
popular cokkege as erght of the 4rhty-four 
graduates chose the Durham CAMPUS . 
Congratulations to the Class of 1993, parents, 
Zeachers,  paraprofessronals, administrators, 
and the communities of Fauntngton and Middfeton. 


The major challenge for the guidance office 
An the past year was to prepare for the Ancrease 
An the number of Students. Scheduling one 
hundred and twenty-six freshmen has pushed 
enrollments An freshmen clkasses to thecrt maximum 
capacity. The totak student population at the 
high Aschook wilh continue to ckimb as the 
numbers in the Lower grades are high. Special 
education enrollments are also ckimbing higher 
as frhty-three students are currently recetving 
Services, which represents frfteen percent of 
the total schook population. 
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This fark enrollments in the Tri-City 
Vocationak Programs climbed to rhty-seven 
students which reflects sixteen percent of the 
totak student body. Most vocatcronak programs 
are only available to juntors and sentors which 
means twenty-seven percent of the student 
population An those grades take advantage of 
the vocational programs. Many of these students 
go on to technicak colleges on dinecthy nto 
the workd of work. AS we become more aware 
of the options which are avackablLe to Tech Prep 
Students, the enmollments in the Trr-Crty 
Programs url grow even higher. 


On Thursday, March 25, four sentors, 
AAxteen jfuntonrs, and five sophomores took the 
Anmed Services Vocational Aptitude Battery 
(ASVAB), whitch 4s used by the Armed Services 
aaa melitary qualification test. Five students 
planned on military careers, twelve planned 
on attending college and etght were undecided. 
The week of Aprck 5-9, all grades at Farmington 
High Schook took the Cakifornta Achievement 
Tests (CAT). As a whole, Farmington High School 
Scorned Aslkightkhy above the nationak average. 
The ckass of 1995 had the highest scones, coming 
An at the 4r4ty-seventh percentile, while the 
chass of 1994 scorned in the fortieth percentrlhe. 
In academic areas, Farmington High Schook 
Students continue to scone well above the 
natxionak average in soctak studies and slightly 
beLow the national average in neading. Forty 
funtons took the PSAT's in the Library and among 
the high scores was one in the ninety-seventh 
percentile, a first in my tenure here at 
Farmington. SAT scones for the past year 
dropped skighthy as a Larger percentage of 
Students are taking this colkege entrance exam. 
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The high schook guidance office coordinates 
the big brother/big sister program with the 
eLementary guidance counselors. This program 
Was a great success An providing needed support 
for the kittlhe people and also a sense of 
accomplLishment for the older students by 
volunteering thercr time during study halls. 


In 4t8 Second year, the Daug Free Schooks 
Grant (Project Alternatives) continues ts 
"ripple effect" through the efforts of Mike 
lee, John Lines, Connie Littlefield, Kathy 
Malcolm, Tam Bulger, Mr. Graziano, the twelve 
peer Leaders and finally, the Merrowvssta stags. 


The guidance office abso coordinates the 
futoring program with ekementary teachers, 
MAAS. from mittary xrecuwiters, college 
AdMLAsSLONA hepresentatrves, and Aegronal 
vocational counselors.

The guidance services at Main Street Schook 
Anvokve Azndividuak and group counseling, weekly 
ckLassnoom Anstruction for grades 7 and &, and 
participation Az4n other services which Anckude 
parent congerences, parent/student medration, 
coordination of annual achtevement testing and 
Apectak programs, Anvolvement Ain Special 
Education, and contact with outside agencies 
hon Students and their parents. 


Guidance classes focus upon a vartety of 
activities to help students gain a better 
understanding of who they are and who they can 
become. We discuss Atnesses of adolescence 
Anckuding pertsonak growth and development, 
academic challenges, and the pressure to engage 
An Aikky behaviors.
